his cable General Truscott had indicated that coordination of 
\ clandestine activities is proceeding satisfactorily and that the 
\ target study is near completion. General Smith indicated that the 
\ need for the coordination of day-to-day operations is still quite 
clear as viewed from Washington and that it may be that General 
‘ Truscott is not thinking of the same problems which have concerned 
the IAC. Therefore, he intended, he said, to send Mr. Kirkpatrick 
f to Germany to discuss the matter with General Truscott and to 
i explain in more detail the problem as seen from Washington and the 
objective in the proposal. General Smith invited General Bolling 
to send a representative with Mr. Kirkyvatrick if he considered 
that would be helpful. It was the consensus that this course of 
action was desirable.
